All day Saturday and Sunday the principal topic 
of conv ersation was President Roosev elt* address to 
congress and a national radio audience Friday night. 
T he country was digesting an im portant ev ent In Its 
gov ernm ent and in its tw o-party political system. 


P erhaps the most frequent com m ent was "He told 
’em ,” apoken in a tone of mixed awe and wonder. 
Tho se three 
words were adequate to express the 
principal pub lic reaction to the President's rem arks 
Ev eryone agreed that Mr. Roosev elt did an excellent 
J o b o f lashing. 
He did not d o—d ld not intend to do—an excellent 
J o b o f inform ing congress of the state 
the union, 
which Is the traditional purpose of the presidential 
m eatage a t the b eginning of a congressional session 
His ob v ious purpose 
was to defend 
his adm inis­ 
tratio n’s political position 
* 
Had he chosen, Instead, to inform congress and 
the radio audience of the state of the union. It would 
hav e been necessary to cov er fully such v ital sub jects 
as natio nal flnnnce. unem ploym ent and pub lic relief 
liv ing costs, the state of b usiness, taxation and the 
prob lem of the federal gov ernm ent’s relations with 
the states. Except to say the cost of relief will b e less 
and tha t no new taxes are going to b e needed, b oth of 
which statem ents were receiv ed incredulously b y in ­ 
fo rmed students of relief costs and taxation, the 
President av oided the fundam ental factors of national 
welfare. He intim ated the b udget would b e b alanced 
In the n ear future, b ut that is too Indefinite to b e en 
titled to serious attention. 
P artisan s of President Rrxwev elt, particularly those 
whose adm iration was aroused b y the aggressiv e tone 
o f political hostility he used in referring to his critic*, 
are indignant ov er the refusal of other citizens to 
grant the propriety of the kind of address he made 
to o o ngress. T heir attitude is proof of the President’s 
po litical shrew dness in m aking the type of speech he 
did and in choosing to conv ert the traditional address 
to co ngress into a national political rally, with con­ 
gressmen sitting in tiie front row. 
M r. Roosev elt has succeeded in setting up an a rb i­ 
trary class distinction which lumps all critics of his 
adm inistration under such discrediting catch-phrases 
a* 
"econom ic 
autocracy,” 
"special 
Interests,” 
"in ­ 
trenched greed" and "power-seeking m inority.” 
He 
has transferred the stigm a of predatory sell tidiness 
to m en and women who were trying to improv e the 
general w elfare while he was learning practical poli­ 
tics as a New York assem b lym an 
He has declared 
his Intolerance of ob jectiv e discussion of the prob lems 
o f gov ernm ent, unless the discussion is fav orab le to 


him. 
He has classed studious critics of Ills leadership 
with those few citizens whom he justly seeks to re ­ 
strain for the sake of improv ing social conditions in 
the U nited S tates 
In effect, he has taken an attitude 
which indicates he does not w ant to listen to the 
ho nest ob serv ations of m en and women who arc* as 
slncely dev oted to the b etterm ent of conditions as he 
la. perhaps more so It is a dangerous course 
Ameri­ 
cans adm ire a m an with courage to fight for ids i 
principles, b ut their adm iration nev er Is compelled lor j 
lo ng by anyone who takes unfair adv antage' of an 
opponent.
